Sept. 19.—T h e voters 
of Indiana will be called on to vote for 
or against an am endm ent to th e sta te 
constitution 
at th e com ing election. 
Nov. 6. 
It h as been form ally decided 
by th e sta te board of election com 
m issioners to subm it to th e people an 
am endm ent th a t h as been pending for 
about four y ears. 
T h e am endm ent provides th a t th e 
“ general assem bly sh all by law pre­ 
scrib e 
w h at 
qualifications 
sh all 
be 
necessary to p ractice » aw in all couits 
of ju s tic e /’ and will be a sub stitute 
for Section 21 of A rticle 7 of th e sta te 
constitution, wh ich provides now. th at 
“every person of good m orai 
h arae- 
ter, being a voter, snail be entitled to 
p ractice law in all courts of justice.” 
It is a long road to a constitutional 
am endm ent. 
In January . 1903. R ep­ 
re se nta tive R alph B am berger of th is 
city introduced th e above am endm ent 
as a joint resolution. 
It w as properly 
referred and passed th e h ouse Feb. 
12. w as referred to th e senate, w h ore 
It passed, under a suspension of th e 
rules. M arch 7. 
T h e sam e joint resolution was p ass­ 
ed by both b ranch es of th e la st leg 
islature. and th e m a tte r is now ready 
for subm ission to th e voters of th e 
sta te . 
T h e ballots will be arranged 
so th a t th e re will be tw o colum ns, one 
In favor of such am endm ent and th e 
oth e r a gainst It, and th e voter m ay 
tak e h is ch oice. 
T h ough th e re seem s
